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AUNOUNCIR: Then the increasing number of War Food Order terminations 

sinply reflects a return to a more normal agricultural sct—up? 

PMA? That's right, These cancellations are in line with the 
Department of Agriculture's over-all progran to discontinue 
controls on agricultural products at the earliest possible datcoe 
And the Department's actions, of course, are in line with 
President Truman's announced policy of relaxing all war-tine 
governnent regulations and restrictions as rapidly as possiblee 

ANNOUNCES Out of these 170 War Food Orders you said were issued, how 
many are left? 

PMA: Just 25, But before wo review these remaining orders, I'd 
like to mention some of the more imvoortant canccllations which 
have becn made in the past two wecks, 

ANNOUNC IR: I remember we did review sone of these in ovr program last weckoes 
Let's sce, there was the cancellation of the order controlling 
corn and feed grains,..and another ternination lifting 
restrictions on protein meal and soybeans..eo. 

PLA: Richt. And avery inportant cancellation removed controls on 
fats and oile—both edible and incdible, The only restrictions 
left on such commoditics concern the sale and use of peanuts 
from the 1945 crop--and imports of fats and oils. 

ANWOUNCIR3 And you sey there have been a nunber of new War Food Order 
cancellations since? 

PMA; Yes, indeed, Just last week, the Department of Agriculture 
announced the revocation of 16 War Food Orders covering a broad 
range of comnmoditics and functions. 


ANNORS What were sone of then, ? 
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PMA: One, of particular interest to the consumer, renoved the 
restrictions on the manufacture and distribution of bakery 
products, The War Food Order anonz other things, provided for 
the enrichnent of white bread and rolls. Now, although the order 
has been revoked, it is expected that millers will voluntarily

ANNCR: What were some of the other 16 cancellations? 
PMA? I won't have tine to list them all, but I'11 run over sone of 


seneral interest. To start with, several orders were terminated 
which had governed the distribution of certain commodities. 
Restrictions were lifted on the distribution of black and white 
pepper and nutmes, certain types of tobacco, cocoa beans, and 
inported fish. Then, three other cancellations clininated sct-aside 
requirenents on canned and processed fruits end vegetables, dricd 
skin nilk and evaporated milk for government purchasc. 

ANNORS I suppose thoso particular set~asides are no longer needed 
because of reduced nilitary requirenentst - 

PMs YesSeooand the cvaporated nilk also was purchased for fanine 
relicf abroad. Now, another set of War Food Orders revoked 
last week delegated authority to the OPA with respect to 
rationing of processed foods, fats, oils, and cheese, meats, 
end slaughter controls, 

AlINORs You mean these orders are outdated now? 

PMA: Well, with the lifting of price controlson these commodities, 
the delegations of authority became inapplicable.

There is—-and this order is intended to insure that government 
agencies have cnough rice for export to United States territorics-——

Now, coning to the beverage departnentcoo. 
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The amount of malt in malt beverages is still limited so that 
we will have enough of this product for food usce-—and also 

for use in industrial aleohol production. The manufacture of 
liquors distilled from grain is likewise still under control in 
order to save our grain supply for essential nilitary, civilian 
end export purposes. 

Theat seems sensible to me. Wow what about the last remaining 


grain order-—-the one on wheat and flour? 


of mixed feed to 40 percent of the amownt used previously. 
Millers, also, with sone exceptions, are permitted to produce 

only 85 percent. of the average monthly supply of flour Cistributed 
for domestic use. This order, which applies to-nillers, mixed 
feed manufacturers, food. nanufacturers and distributors, is, like 
tne others, intended $0 conserve our supply of wheat and flour 

for home use end for export, 

Are there any other najor food categorics in which War Food orders 
are still operating? 

Yes, we still have reculations on dairy products; we have a butter 
set-aside requirement a order to supply war agencies$ we 
distribution of fluid nilk and crean, and another regulation 
limiting the amount of nilk fat content in cream to 19 percent. 

Do you have any other remaining War Food Orders you think are 


worthwhile mentioning, now? 
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Well, I can run over a few miscellaneous ones briefly. There 

is still a control on dried fruits which prevents converting 

hen into beverages, syrups and other such products, 

In other words, dried fruit must remain dried fruit, 
Just so--the order is intended to assure the government of an 
adequate supply of these products. Then there is a set-aside 

rder on canned fish and shellfish for government use, regulations 
on shipping walnuts, and restrictions on the purchase, sale and 
use of peanuts,

They "did,-indeed. But sonc of the War Food orders issued 

ated authority to other gfovernmont agencies to carry out 

tne war-tino neasures, Such an order was the one handing over to 
OPA the adnhinistration of food rationing both in this. country and 
in United States territorial possessions, Then authority on natters 
pertaining to food priorities md their enforcement was delegated 


to the Production and Marketing Administretion. 
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You mean the Production and Marketing Administration was 

empowered to issue prioritics for any food and also hed the 
authority to prosecute any violations of these orders? 

That's a nutshell version of it. Now there's one other War Food 
Order which deals with prioritics—and I think some of our 
listeners would be interested in it. (This order gives veterans 

of world war two preference in purchasing new farm machinery. 

Any veteran of the last war who owns and operates a farm or operates 
a Yarn as a tenent, or who is a sharecropper, may apply for a 
veteran's preference certificate for any item of new farm maciinery 
end equipment-—-except repvair parts. 

That's certainly a fair and just provision. 


However, in applying for preference, the veteran nust snow

urgent need for the equipment and that he has been unable to 
obtain either new or used machinery. He nust also show that tne 
supplying of new equipment will tend to increase production of food 
to meet nilitary and civilion needs. 

Well, those requirements shouldn't be too hard to satisfy. Have 
we just about finished with the list of 25 remaining War food 
Orders, ? 

We heave just one nore--which deals with food imports. Under tunis 
order the inportation of certain foods into this cowmtry was 
prohibited--with the exception of food imported from Canada, 
Mexico, Guatenala, 31 Salvador and from United States possessions. 


What kins of foods were affected by this order? 
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A rather large variety of foods cance under this control, but 

senerally speakins you could list then as certain kinds of oils, 
spices, meats, fish, sugers and beans. 

War Food order issued in the first place? I thought 
'd been having shortaces of a lot of those items? 

So we deaue Liat if there was a shortage of these commodities in 

this country~-you may be sure that the scarcity was nore severe 

on a worldwide basis, Therefore, the order required licenses for 

inportation so thet world supplies of scarce items would be 

distributed on a basis of need, 


late! supply of sone scarce commodcitics is sobbing better, isn*t Ab? 
Quite truc-——and as the situation improves—-various items are 

renoved fron the import control list. The Department of Agriculture 
just last weck announced that nine additional commoditics had 

been taken off the list, leaving only 60 still under control. 

What are these nine comnoditics? 

As of October 28th, import licenses wore no longer required for 
pepucr? nutmes: mace; arcgols: tartaric acid; guano; olive oils
